The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose a skylight with a tapered light tube which is 
straight sided along its entire length. Martinet discloses a light tube that is round but is 
tapered from top to bottom, being wider at the top of the tube. It would have been 
obvious to have combined the round, tapered light tube to be rectangular in cross 
section, but even then the light tube will not be straight sided along its entire length. 
Forming the light tube of Martinet or any of the relevant prior art to have a taper with the 
tube wider at the top along with straight sided sides along the entire length would not 
have been an obvious design choice, and forming an obviousness rejection would be 
use of impermissible hindsight. Skylights of the prior art do in fact have tapered light 
tubes but they are tapered with the wider part of the tube located at the bottom, and 
without the use of impermissible hindsight, there is no reason to flip the skylight systems 
to locate the wider portion at the top.
